Numerous Improvements Are Forth- 


coming—Bonds Floated. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

TACOMA (Wash.,) June 30,—The Ta- 
#oma Land Company has floated $1,000,- 
000 of bonds in Philadelphia, with which 
to purchase from the State and fill in 
for shipping, manufacturing and rail- 
road purposes the most important part 
of the Tacoma tide-flats. The money 
will be available as soon as the bonds 
can be issued, and the improvements 
will begin at once. : 

The city waterway leading to the 
south end of the city will be dredged 
to a depth of twenty-five feet at low 
water for the passage of large ships, 
the earth taken out being used to fill 
in the flats. On one side of the channel 
the company will build at once a 20,000- 
ton wheat warehouse to accommodate 
the increasing grain business. This 
warehouse will increase the city’s grain 
Storage capacity of 56,000,000 bushels. 
Another. projected improvément is the 
building of a -barrel-per-day flour- 
ing mill on the Water front to supply the 
oriental trade.

The land 
company’s $1,000,000 hotel here, now 
two-thirds built, will be completed so 
as to be opened in June, 1897, to accom- 
modate the growing tourist travel to 
this section.

WASHINGTON, June-30.—The treas- 
ury deficit for the fiscal year just closed 
will be found by tomorrow's debt state- 
ment to be approximately $43,250,000. 
This, added to last last year’s deficit of 
nearly $70,000,000, makes the excess of 
expenditures over receipts since June 
30, 1893, about $113,250,000. The. total 
receipts. of the government this fiscal 
year, exclusive of postal revenues, 
amount to nearly $313,000,000 and the ex- 
penditures $356,250,000, of whith pen- 
sions took $141,391,523. Last year the 
aggregate receipts, exclusive of postal 
revenues, were $297,722,019 and the ex- 
penditures 3367, 525,279. The receipts 
this year, therefore, were $15,278,000 
larger than last and the éxpenditures 
about $11,275,000 less. The postal serv- 
ice deficit is about $11,000,000, which 


is considerably in excess of that of any 


recent year. 
The internal revenue department of 


the government has contributed this 


a better showing than last by about 
$21,000,000: Last year the receipts from 
this source amounted to nearly $132,- 
000,000 and this year they approximate 


$153,000,000. Of this amount sugar con- 


tributed about $17,350,000, 
Tomorrow's debt statement will show 

an available cash balance of about $195,- 

000,000, of which about $107,500,000 is 


gold reserve.

IN ELECTRICITY’S FIELD. 


TIGER-SHOOTING BY ELECTRIC 


Telephoning to the Moon—Fffective 
 Bleetric Lighting—Sending Let- 
ters by Telegraph—Does Elec. 
tricity Killt—Various Interesting 


News. 


NEW YORK, June 20, 1895.—(Regu- | 


lar Correspondence.) In the early days 
of electric lighting people were apt to 


think a great deal more of the mere 


fact of using an electric lamp than of 
the actual efficiency of the light given 
by it. Nowadays, however, the con- 
sumer is probably perfectly able to tell 
whether he is getting full value in 
light for the money he is paying the 
central station, and between the strict 
exaction of the customer, and the com- 
petition of rival lighting systems, the 
electric-light company can only hope 
to succeed by the best service. Much 


attention has been drawn of late to 


obtaining the most desirable results 
from different methods of lighting, and 


‘the subject has been brought down to 


two main considerations, reflection and 
diffusion. In factories and large shops 


it is likely that the old practice of al- 
lowing the light of the arc lamp to fall 
downward will be discarded. It is 
found that by inverting the lamp and 
throwing the light to the roof—prefer- 
ably of white—by a powerful reflector, 
the rays are so diffused throughout the 
building as to give the maximum effi- 
ciency without straining. the eyes of 
the workmen. The prevailing methods 
in outdoor lighting, too, are condemned 
as crude and unscientific. The present 
street arc lamps dazzle the eye, throw 
sharp shadows and waste light. The 
next improvement in street lighting 
will probably be to use lower candle- 
power lamps, placing. them proportion- 
ally nearer together, at,-say, the height 
of an ordinary gas lamp, using suita- 
ble reflecting hoods, and making the 
bottom half cf the globe semi-opaque, 
and possibly tinting it a deep orange 
color. There would be no glare as at 
present, and the effect would be sug- 
gestive of the soft and artistic light of 
the Chinese lantern. For incandescent 
lamps a luminous enamel is now used. 
which entirely hides the filament, and 
at the same time disperses the light 
thoroughly. The enamel is made in 


various colors, but the white is to be 


preferred for general purposes. In do- 
mestic lighting dioptric shades, having 
prismatic corrugations on their sur- 
faces, are coming into vogue. They 
give a good diffusion of light with little 
absorption, and when made of either 
plain or tinted glass, have a brilliant 
effect. In de®orative lighting many 
new ideas have sp g up in the dis- 
tribution of masses of light in interiors, 
but none have yet superseded in beauty 
and effectiveness the system introduced 
last year of putting the lamps out of 
sight, and lighting the room entirely by 
diffused and possibly colored light. This 
will probably be the method of, illumi- 
nating churches in the future, In 
churches where it has already been 
adopted the effect is described as so in- 
finitely restful and appropriate that in 
comparison the ordinary methods of 
church lighting seem garish and bar- 
baro 


us. 
TELEPHONING TO THE MOON. 
Both Edison in America and Preece 
in England have long maintained that 
it is possible to establish on the earth 
a record of the electrical disturbances 
that take place on the sun. An elec- 
trician now holds that it is easily 
feasible to telephone to the moon. He 
bases his belief in the possibility of 
this communication on the well-known 
laws of ether vibration, The ocean of 
ether quivers to every touch. It binds 


the planets together with an iron hand, 


flexible yet firm, solid yet infinitely 
elastic. It is the ideal medium for the 
transmission of signals: When it 
moves, even to an extent inconceivably 
small, our sight is affected. ese 
ether waves are eight minutes 
coming to us from the sun, traveling 
at the enormous velocity of 192,000 miles 
a second. It is possible to produce 
waves moving at this terrific speed by 
electrical means, as, for instance, in the 
telephone, which is actuated by infin- 
itely small pulsations. When an iron 
mass is in the vicinity of these elec- 
trical vibrations, a buzz or hum is 
given out. This noise may be distinctly 
heard in some systems of street light- 
ing apparatus, where the current is 
transformed from a high to a low pres- 
sure. In accordance with this principle, 
it ts proposed to send electrical pulsa- 
tions for out into the ether, and have 
them act upon any metallic mass, like 
iron, with sufficient force to produce

SENDING LETTERS BY TELE- 
After laboring for fifteen years on the 
problem of rapid telegraphy by means 
of the typewriter, an inventor claims 


to have solved it. The system is said 
to print telegraphic messages at the 


sage is dictated straight to the type- 
writing operator. By a device attached 
to the typewriter a paper ribbon about 


of holes varying in position and num- 
ber according to the character repre- 
sented. The actual perforation of the 
tape is not done directly by the opera- 
tor; if the right letter is struck on the 
keyboard, the machine automatically 
does the rest. When the message is 
finished the ribbon is fed into another 
machine. In its passage over a roller, 
small metallic fingers press upon it, 
and as different holes come under the 
fingers electrical connection is made 
with the metal roller beneath, which 
produces the necessary letters. This 
machine is in synchronism with an- 
other machine at the. other end of the 
line, and whatever letters are produced 
on one machine, say in New York, 
are instantly reproduced on the other 
machine, say in Washington. The in- 
vention can be applied to any standard 
typewriter. In the case of large busi- 
ness firms, newspaper correspondents, 
or others using the telegraph exten- 
sively, punchers and ribbons would be 
attached to the typewriters in their of- 
fices, and the message would be deliv- 
ered to the telegraph office on spools 
ready for instant dispatch. By the 
new method all possibility of tapping or 
robbing the message is obviated. The 
system is ten times swifter than the 
Morse, and has the additional advan- 
tage of turning out the message on 
page form ready for delivery. The 
cost of transmission is brought very 
low, and the possibilities of the system 
are suggested by the fact that business 
men, instead of sending theif letters 
by mail, can have them sent by wire 
at the same cost as special-delivery. 


ELECTRIC CAR HEATING IN SWIT- 
ZERLAND. 


It is instructive to know that the 
Mont Saleve Electric Rack Railway in 
Switzerland is heated entirely by elec- 
tricity. The heating apparatus of each 
car consists simply of two resistance 
boxes, about thirty-three inches long, 
twelve inches high, and seven and 
one-half inches deep, placed under the 
seats at the end of thé car. The cur- 
rent for the heaters is taken directly 


the car motors. The temperature of 


minutes is sufficient to bring the in- 
terior of the car to a comfortable tem- 
perature, even on the coldest days. The 
heater can be thrown into or out of 
circuit by a switch on the. platform. 
It is impossible to overheat the car. 

WHAT BLACKENS THE GLOBES OF 

INCANDESCENT LAMPS. 

An Italian scientist has been trying 
to add to the comparatively small avail- 
able store of information as to how.the 
blackening of incandescent bulbs is 
caused. He found that under, the 
microscope the surface of a used fila- 
ment had little humps, resembling in 
miniature those on the carbon of an arc 
lamp. They seem to have been pro- 
duced by some melted material. In 
places the filament is furrowed 
transverse cavities out of which 


collected on the inside of the lamp 
shows under the microscope as a very 
thin coating of lampblack, in which 
are distinguished larger grains irregu- 
larly distributed, and also yellowish 
crystals. His explanation of the black- 
ening is that certain mineral substances 
contained in the carbon filament be- 
come fused by the high temperature 
and evaporate. This causes a gradual 
disintegration of the carbon, some very 
minute particles of which are projected 
onto the glass. When the explosions of 
the little humps on the filament are at 
all violent, entire fragments are de- 
tached, and at those places where de- 
tachments occur most frequently, the 
filament breaks. \

The Story of God’s Providence in 

: Dealing With Nations is 
Most Interesting. 


A Preacher Who Does Not Believe in 
Professional Patriotism—Little 
Red Schoolhouse. 


Inheritance; Feed Them Also 
and Lift Them vp Forever“ 
Remember Former Things. 


_ Pursuant to the request of the Fourth 
of July Committee of this city, Rev. 
A. C. Smither lectured at the First 
Christian Chureh last evening upon 
„American Citizenship.” Miss Ethel 
Graham sang “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner“ most sweetly. Said the speaker, 


there are three institutions of divine 


origin, the family, the church and the 
state. That the family is of divine ori- 
gin is proved by the creation, by fam- 
ily life in the scripture and by its ap- 
proval by Christ. The life of Christ 
and the teaching of the word of God 
very clearly prove the divine origin of 
the church. 

The state is as truly of divine ortgin 
as the family, or church. The exist- 
“ence of the State and its functions in 
the hands of God are clearly poets in 
the word of God. And to the state men 
owe obligations as well as to the church, 

The study of God’s providence in 
dealing with nations is most interest- 
ing and instructive, and stands as a 
proof that. God directs the rising and 
destiny of nations, as well as of men. 
The history of the nations that con- 
tributed to the preparation of the world 
for the coming of Christ is 4 striking 
proof of the fact that God deals with 
and directs nations. God used the 
Greek people in preparing the world in- 
tellectually for the advent of Christ. 
Their philosophy taught men their help- 
lessness. Their language was the vehi- 
cle prepared for the reception and trans- 
mission of the truths of the gospel. No 
such perfect language was ever spoken 
as the Greek. The Roman government 
was the dominating political factor 
in preparing the world for the protec- 
tion of missionaries and the spread of 


the gospel among nations. What the 


Greeks did intellectually and the Ro- 
mans politically the Jews did reli- 
giously. Nor did God have a purpose 
with these ancient people more than he 
has with this great American republic. 
Several things are indications of his 
grand purpose as related to the Amer- 
ican people. In the first place, he has 
laid the foundation for a great people 
in the physical basis of this nation. 
Consider its magnificent resources in 
all lines of commercial activity. See its 
agricultural capacities. Consider its 
mining resources. Ponder its manu- 
facturing possibilities. No other nation 
combines such natural endowments as 
this, Another indication of its coming 
greatness may be seen in the people 
with which God is populating this coun- 
try. He is blending all the nations of 
earth into one on this continent 
and out of this conglomeration of peo- 
le 
— and faculties equalled by no 
people of our “blood, Thus we are 
building upon the wisdom and e - 
ence of all the nations of the past. This 
means much, Then with this nation 
civilization completes its circuit of the 
globe. To fail here is for humanity to 
confess not to have solved the great 
questions of self-government. All these 
things point to the fact that God has 
great purposes to accomplish by this 
ople. | 
The intelligent student of human 
history must discern in our political 
fabric certain great principles for 
which our country stands. Our nation 
stands for equality of citizenship as no 
other nation can stand. We have no 
blood or birthrights. No titled aristo- 
erat can defy the humblest citizen. We 
stand for the education and develop- 
ment of the individual. Success is the 
prize of individual efforts and not the 
gift of family. There is, therefore, a 
great incentive here for personal de- 
velopment, America stands for the de- 
great laws of human 

brotherhood, equal rights to all, unfair- 
ness: to none. With such underlying 
principles in our body politic we must 
produce the highest type Of manhood 
and Christian citizenship. 
Citizenship in such a republic 2 a 
meaning and significance worthy of de- 
velopment. Self-preservation is the 
first law of nature. Improvement of 
our 5 ha a necessity in order 
to our prosperity. 
We need, first of all, an intelligent 
citizenship. Since our citizens are the 
source of our ee ‘power ey 
must haye intelligence to properly ex- 
ecute their work. And this leads us 
to the place and importance of our 
public-school system. We must com- 
mit it into the hands of only such men 
as are worthy of the sacred trust. We 
must guard it against any insidious 


enemies that may seek its destruction 


because it stands for the dissemination 
of intelligence. We must see to it that 


Ait only teaches the English age 
and no foreign language, for, or- 
der to unity of government must 
have unity of language. e must 


close the gates of our citizenship 
against the hordes of ignorant immi- 
grants that are thronging our gates, 
deficient in character, ignorant of our 
language, our institutions and the 
genius of our country. We make citi- 
zens out of foreigners in altogether too 
short a period of time. The prosperity 
of our institutions and nation is de- 
pendent 1 the dissemination of gen- 
eral intelligence. 

We must have patriotic. citizenship, 
men who love the country and the flag. 
Too many are giving their adherence 
to party rather than country. Parties 
are temporary; our country ought to 
be permanent.’ The great battles in the 
histo of this country are not all 
fought yet. There are clouds larger 
than a man’s hand on our country’s 
horizon that are threatening war, 
threatening us with danger. There 
are corrupt politics, the saloon, Mor- 
monism, ignorant foreign immigra- 
tion, the struggle between capital and 

bor—these and other  perplexi 
questions that must be settled ane 
only intelligent, patriotic citizens can 
settle them. 

We need Christian citizertship. Christ 
is the world’s only perfect standard. 
The perfect imitation of his life is the 
world’s great need. These principles 
are as sorely needed in political life as 
in domestic ties. ! 

With our possibilities, with God's 
blessing, with intelligent, patriotic 
Christian citizenship our nation shall 
far eclipse all other nations on the 
highway of time in the race for un- 
dying fame and glory. .

But, no less is it true, in 
qur spirit of rush, we are apt to get in 
more of motion than of the moral. 

Sixth—We. are in a land of conflict. 
Not, indeed, of military camps, or as 
in the Old World, are we accustomed 
to the sight of vast bodies of armed 
soldiery, yet is this land rapidly be- 
coming an arena of multiplied and 
complicated conflicts, It is more than 
probable that the land over which 
floats the Stars and Stripes is to be- 
come the battleground upon which are 
to be solved the issues of the ages. Hav- 
ing Opened our gates to the world, the 
world has flooded us with its finest 
and its most infamous. He have here 
every type of humanity with every 
conceivable creed, theory, notion and 
scheme—social, economic, entific, 
political and religious, from Ingersoll 
to Moody, from Herr Most to Pr. 
Dwight. We have been over eager for 
a census, for a great population, but 
not as careful as to the quality of it. 

In this turmoil we observe with 
solicitude that the vices, customs and 
institutions of which the Old World 
has grown weary have been trans- 
planted upon our soil, and we are con- 
fronted with these, among other is- 
sues, which must be solved. | 

Whether public office is a trust, or a 
grab-bag; whether & Debs, with a nod, 
may stop the industries of a continent; 
whether a gang of lawless men may 
say, “Since certain men will not work, 
no others shall;’’ whether the rum 
power may rule our cities, and a clique 
write the price of oil, beef and sugar;

Liberty 
must be controlled by law. There is 
not absolute liberty anywhere.

This liberty 
is. broad enough for romance; it is 
broad enough for humanity: If liberty 
receives the suppression of the lower 
nature and the education.and develop- 
‘ment of our higher nature, then I deny 
that man loves Hberty. Schools and 
free homes educate a people to enjoy 
liberty, and you cannot long keep in 
bondage a people which is intelligent, 
moral and educated. 

When Moses brought the people out 
from bondage they were only one 
day’s march from the promised land, 
but they were not ready for freedom 
and were educated for forty years in 
the wilderness. Then Moses went to 
God, and Joshua led the people to lib- 


erty. | 

3 was there a time when patriot- 
ism was more in demand than now. We 
are proud of our country, that reaches 
from ocean to ocean and from lakes to 
the gulf, but it is necessary for us to 
guard well our land and our civil and 
religious liberty.

The New Oleveland Baby will See 
athe World Probably at Bus- 
sard’s Bay—Society is on 


WASHINGTON, June 20. —(Occa- 

‘sionals Correspondence.) It seems a 
pity that the new baby expected in the 
Cleveland household should see the 
light at Buzzard’s Bay instead of at 
the White House. If it should be a 
boy, there will be some compensation 
for the. disappointment of having the 
child’s advent occur in a summer cot- 
tage rather than in the Executive Man- 
sion at Washi Besides, . the 
Clevelands have contributed one to the 
of. White-House babies, 
The number of babies born in the 
White House has been small; and 
there never was a child born to a 
President of the United States within 
the walls of the Executive Mansion 
until Baby Ruth came. This is a fact 
of some historic interest, if not of im- 
portance. Any mother would like that 
distinction for her little one. Every 
mother envies Mrs. Cleveland. 


The chroniclers of the Executive 


Mansion say that the first children 
born ‘there were the children of An- 
drew Jackson Donelson, private secre- 
tary to President Jackson. Mr. Donel- 

son married Jackson’s niece. Mrs. 

Jackson died a few months before the 
inauguration. Mrs. Donelson was the 
President's niece and she became the 
mistress of the White House. She was 
married at 16, and she was but little 
more than 17 years old when she un- 


| dertook the arduous duties of the mis- 


tress of the White House. Mr. Donel- 
son was his wife’s first cousin; so he 
had a double claim on the ‘President. 

Mrs. Donelson became the mother of 
four children during her stay in the 
White House. The first of these chil- 
dren was a little girl, who is now: a 
resident of Washington, and a clerk in 
-the Sixth Auditor’s office of the Treas- 

ury Department—really a. branch of 
| ‘the Postoffice Department, and having 
headquarters in the Postoffice Depart- 
ment building. This little girl was 
born about a year after’ the inaugura- 
tion of President Jackson, and at her 
christening the President and Mr. Van 
Buren, the Secretary of State, were 
god-fathers. She was christened in the 
East Room by the Rev. Mr. Gallagher, a 
Presbyterian minister. Mr. Van Buren 
Was to have held the baby, but she 
made such’ a fuss that the President 
had to take ber, and ‘he . held’ her 
through the christening ceremony. 
After that, she was all that could be 
wished, and she, gurgled gleefully as 
the water was sprinkled on her. 

Mrs. Donelson left the White House 
before the end of Jackson's term. She 
was one of those who refused to recog- 
nize soctally the wife of Senator Eaton 
—the beautiful “Peggy” O'Neill, who 
turned all social and official Washing- 
ton upside down. President Jackson, 
who had become sponsor for Mrs. 
Eaton,: resented Mrs, Donelson’s treat- 
ment of Mrs. , and she left the 
White House. But she returned and 
remained almost to the end of his ad- 
ministration. : Her husband was 
Charge d' Affaires to the republic of 
Texas in 1844: in 1846 he was Minister 
to Prussia, and in 1848 to the federal 
government of Germany. He resigned 
his diplomatic: position in 1849 and re- 
turned to Washington. where he edited 
a newspaper for @ time. He had been 

a good Democrat, but in 1853 he joined 
the Ameri¢an party, and. in 1856, he 
was candidate for.

Naturally, the White-House babies 
have not had the distinction of some 
of the White-House children. Many of 
the little ones who have lived in the 
Executive Mansion have been made 
quite national characters. No one will 
ever forget the notori which was 
given to Baby“ McKee during the 
last administration, and how his grand- 
father’s fondness for him was made 
the subject of constant jest and ridi- 
cule by his political opponents. Alan 
Arthur was not a chi during his 
father’s term as Presid ut be was 
a young member of the President's 
hausehold, and he was well-known to 
the American people. Mollie Garfield, 
now Mrs. Stanley Brown, was well- | 
known as the daughter of President 
Garfield. She was one of five children 
and the best known of the number. 
There were four Hayes children in the 
White House; and the domestic tran- 
quility of the family was a matter of 
common knowledge. and a subject of. 
general admiration. Fanny Hayes, as 
the only daughter of the President, 
was. the best-known of the President's 
children. 

Nellie Grant, now living in Washing- 
ton with her children, was better 
known to the American people than

Lincoln. For some reason the people 
of the whole country took a lively in- 
terest in-her, and she becamé, in a 


sense a daughter of the nation. She 


fell in love with an Englishman named 
Sartoris, whom she met on ship-board, 
and she was married to him in the 
White House in 1874. The marriage. 
was not n happy one. Mrs. Sartoris

Baron James Harden-Hickey and His 
Isnland—Lives in Los Angeles. 


By the roundabout way of foreign 
news from remote quarters of the globe 
it comes to the attention of Coast read- 
ers that England, the greedy, has fast- 
ened her sway of empire upon the little 
island of Trinidad in the South Atlan- 
tic.

The fruit-drying 
industry which, in Southern California, 
may be said to be in its infancy, has in 
this part of Western New York been 
in active operation for a number ‘of 
years. Walworth is twenty miles east 
of Rochester and is in the center of 
one Of the greatest apple-raising re- 
‘gions of the world. From the crude 
sun-drying process.in use twenty years 
ago about here vastly improved meth- 
ods have been developed for evaporat- 
ing fruit. The modern -product meets 
a ready sale at fair prices, where that 
prepared by the old-time methods is. 
almost a drug on the market. 

It is true that apples and black rasp- 
berries are principally the fruits which 

are evaporated here. while nes, 


are the cnes that are dried in South- 
ern California. The fact, however, 
that fruit-growers about here have had 
twenty years’ experience in the indus- 
try, leads to the belief. that the fruit- 
raisers of Southern California may in 
some degree profit by that experience. 
It is admitted that fuel here is chéaper 
than in Southern California and that 
the atmospheric conditions here are 
not as favorable to out-of-door: evap- 
oration, Notwithstanding this fact, it 
is asserted by persons familiar with 
the subject that the introduction of. im- 
proved fruit evaporators in Southern 


a profitable venture. 
* While here I have interviewed Hon. 
Lucien T. Yeomans, who is a brother- 


member of the firm of T. G. Yeomans 
& Sons. This firm was one of the first 
to adopt the newer methods of evapor- 
ating fruit and, by reasan of a faith- 
ful attention to details, has attained 
aA more than local reputation in the in- 
dustry.

THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Encouraging Increase Shown in the 
Marshal's Report, 

The report of the schogl census mar- 
shal shows some interesting statistics 
with relation to the number of school 
children at present in this city, com- 
pared with the number for which pro- 
vision was made last year. 

In 1894, the number of white children 
between 5 and 17 years of age shows 
14,839 boys and 15,022 girls. This year 
there are 16,612 boys and 17,117 girls, 
making a total increase of 3868 chil- 
dren 


Of negro children of proper school 
age there were 249 boys and 282 Firis 
last year, to 228 boys and 237 girls at 
the present date, a decrease of 66 chil- 


dren. 

The little Indians whose. parents or 
guardians pay taxes, and who do not 
live in the tribal relation or on govern- 
ment reservations, sum up as fol- 
lows: For 1894, 6 boys and 4 girls; for 
1895, 11 boys and 1 girl, an increase of 2. 

Native-born Mongolians between the 
ages of 5 and 17, amount to 14 boys and 
15 girls for last: year, and 13 boys and 
26 girls for this, a total imcrease of 10. 

The total number of census children 
was 30,431 last year, while this year’s 
report 
increase of 3814. 

The total number of children under 5 
years of age was 12,544 in 1894 and is 
now 13,148, an increase of 704. 

The total number of children 3 
have attended public schools was 23, 
829 last year, while this year it is 27, 313, 

an increase of 3484. 

The total number of children attend- 
ing private schools was 1533 last year, 
and 1627 this year, an increase of 94. 

The number of children between 5 
and 17 years of age who have not at- 
tended any school during the school 


} year was 5069 last year, while this year 


shows 5305, an increase of 236. 

The number of native-born children 
last year was 41,9%2, while 
46,367, a gain of 4745. In foreign-born 
children there is a decrease of 327, the 
number last year being 1353, while this 
year it is 1026. The total nativity rec- 
ord is 42,975 for 1894, and 47,393 for 1895.
